REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


The object of the Home Mission Board is to furnish the 
gospel to those who have it not in our own land. There are 
Some States that cannot supply the destitution within their 
own bounds and the Home Board seeks to supplement their 
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efforts. There are many cities where our Baptist cause is too 
weak to meet the requirements and the Home Board assists 
in building houses and supplements the salary of pastor and 
Supports missionaries in these cities. There are some States 
and many cities that have a large foreign population and our 
Home Board seeks to christianize these foreigners, “We 
must christianize them or they will heathernize us.” There 
was a time when we did not emphasize foreign missions 
enough, now we are in danger—not of emphasizing this de- 
partment of want too much, but failing to emphasize home 
missions enough. The importance of this work of this Board 
. Will be appreciated when we remember that some of the 
churches that now contribute most largely to missions were 
once helped by the Home Board; and the very existence of 
some of these churches would have been impossible but for 
this Board. In our contributions let us not discrimate against 
any board but remember that a soul in this land is worth as 
much as a soul in any land. The soul of a lad in the moun- 
tains of Georgia, Kentucky or the Carolinas is worth as much 
as the soul of a Chinaman. The soul of a negroin our South- 
ern cotton fields is worth as much as one in Africa. So then, 
let all our Baptisn people remember this Board and contri- 
bute as liberally to it as to

God 
forbid. The report for 1901, says, ‘‘We should esteem them 
very highly in love for their work’s sake, and give them our 
hearty material support.’’ This is all right as far as it goes 
but does not go far enough. Preaches, (and especially aged 
and worn out preachers), will starve to death on wind as soon 
asany body in the world. Your Committee think this a mat- 
ter of too mucn importance to be treated 80 lightly, so indif- 
ferently, as it has been in the ‘past, and suggest that the Pas- 
tor of each church in this Association get this matter on his 
own heart and then by the help of God’s spirit lay it upon the 
hearts of his people, and try to induce them, each one, and 
every one, to contribute at least ten cents during the next 
association year for this purpose. Thus creating a fund from 
which to draw whenever necessary. Hoping the brethren 
may duly consider these crude suggestions, and deal with this 
matter in a more practical, business like manner and that God 
may bless us in so doing, we close our report, and respect- 
fully submit it.

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REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


The spirit of Christ is the spirit of Missions. Our Lord 
said: “I have not come of myself my Father sent me,”’ and 
to us He has said: “‘As my Father hath sent me even so I 
send you.’’ And this sending is into all the world, and is to 
every creature in all the world. The work then of the church 
of Christ is to give the gospel to all the people no matter 
where they may live. We call our work in our State, State 
Missions to distinguish that from other parts of the work given 
usto do. There is yet much destitution in the delta and 
Southern part of our State, also weak churches that need 
help. Then there are places in the territory of many of our 
Associations where the gospel is not preached. Our State 
Board is doing what it can to supply the destitution in our 
state and from the Board’s report of work done we have great 
reason to be thankful and glad. One feature of our work 
your committee would earnestly recommend is the Colpor- 
tage work. Something has been done along that line; some- 
thing has been done, but not a tenth that should have been 
done. We need a live layman or preacher in each Associa- 
tion to make a house to house canvass with the Bible and our 
literature. The printing press is being used as never before, 
and with telling effect, in favor of evil. We have the means 
to do a fine and much needed work along this line, and as 
Servants of our Lord we ought to give liberally of our time 
our money and our influence to educate all the people of our 
state in gospel truth.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
The Foreign Mission Work of the white Baptist churches 
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of the South is under the direction of the Foreign Mission 
Board located at Richmond, Va. The corresponding secre- 
tary of this Board is Rev. R. J. Willingham, whose home is 
also in Richmond. This Board was organized nearly sixty 
years ago by, the Southern Baptist Convention and the mem- 
bers of the Board are elected by that Convention. At present 
the Baptists of the South, through this Board, maintain mis- 
sions in Mexico, Italy, Brazil, Africa, China and Japan. The 
growth of this work is marvelous, and it is yet shamefully 
small in proportion to the number and ability of the Baptists 
represented in this Convention. 

In 1898 we had in foreign fields 76 missionaries, 117 na- 
tive helpers, 102 churches, with a total membership of 4760, 
and we contributed to the work $124,249.69. Last year we 
had 127 missionaries, 192 native helpers, 157 churches with a 
tatal membership of 8880, and we contributed to the work 
$218,512.52. In 1899 there were in these fields 701 baptisms, 
and last year there were 1790. With Baptists the number of 
baptisms is a fair evidence of the number of conversions. 

Last year the Baptists of Mississippi contributed to this 
work $16,105.42 which was a great step forword for us, but 
considering that we have over 111,000 white Baptists in Mis- 
sissippi and that this is not an average of 15 cents a piece, 
we should feel humiliated rather than puffed up; and yet our 
average is a little above the general average in the South. 

That the business management of our Foreign Mission 
work is in géod hands is shown by the fact that last year 
their total expenses, which includes the expenses of the 
Board proper, the Woman’s Missionary Union, State Agences 
and some interest on borrowed money, amounted to only ten 
and a half per cent of the amount disbursed through that 
Board. In other words, of each dollar given to this work an 


over $45,000 more than ever before. There were thirteen 
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baptisms than in any previous year. 

God has opened the door and is greatly blessing the 
work. Will we as His servants ‘‘come up to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty ?’’

God has called us.” 


Bro. W. Jas. Robinson: “Knowledge is power, but action 
is effective. Get knowledge, then act. I like extremists, 
God is the greatest extremist. It costs less to convert a soul 
in foreign fields than in home fields.”’ 


Bro. N. W. P. Bacon: ‘Want to magnify State and 
Home Missions and not detract Foreign Missions. A soul 
saved in Mississippi is worth more to us here than one saved 
in foreign fields.”’ 


Bro. A. E. Jennings says, ‘‘All Missions are important 
and deserve more at our hand than we have ever done. Wa- 
ter Valley church will give as much for Mission as we pay 
our pastor.’’

REPORT ON EDUCATION, 


With such a broad subject, -your committee need not be 
at a loss for material. 

There being no uniform standard by which the term 
Education may be defined, its definition must depend upon 
the view point one Oceupies in discussing it. The writer 
take the position that much more than a college course, or a 


mission to his highest conceptions of right. Two things are 
essential to the highest education; namely, a judgment which 
can discriminate between questions of right and wrong, and 
& conscience quick to “pprove the right and condemn the 
wrong. 

He, whose highest concept of an education, is, that it 
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consists of a knowledge of science, language, literature, etc., 
has a very imperfect idea as to what real education is. He 
who sees only through the eyes of another, and thinks 
through the mind of another, fails in the a. b. c. of real edu- 
cation. 

The highest type of education, is christian education. 
The education of the heart and life. The bringing of human 
thought and human conduct into harmony with the Divine 
will and purpose, concerning each human being. But, if in 
seeking to conform to the Divine will and purpose, I let an- 
other think and plan for me, and I unquestioningly follow 
another, I surrender my individuality, and let another direct 
and control, where I should know for myself, whether my 
thoughts and acts are patterned after God’s thoughts and 
will. 

These are things that need to be emphasized in the edu- 
cation of the youth of our land. 

The first principle they need to learn is the principle of 
right. The school that fails to keep constantly before the 
pupil the fact of his moral obligations, should have to close 
its doors for lack of patronage. 

Some one has said, ‘A’ little learning is a dangerous 
thing.”’. Much learning may be equally or more dangerous. 
As to whether learning is helpful or hurtful, two things are 
to be considered: 

1. The subject. 

2. The things learned. 

A giant intellect, controled by a bad heart may be a very 
bad thing, A poorly cultivated mind, directed by a heart 
attuned to the Divine will, may be a blessing both to the in- 
dividual and to others. 

The world needs to change its ideas in regard to educa- 
tion. The moral and religious are not sufficiently emphasized. 
Education in general is too secular. The schools, the homes 
and the churches are the greatest factors in the moral and 
religious education of the youth. No Support should be 
given by christian people to schools, whose moral ideas are 
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not high. 

Baptists have the best of schools in Mississippi College, 
Blue Mountain Female College and Hillman College in Mis- 
sissippi, and many more throughout the country. 

No young man should think of entering the ministry 
without making the best possible preparation for his work, in 
the of educational training along the lines indicated in this 
paper. There is no better place to get this training than 
Mississippi College. If he wants theological training, he may 
obtain it in the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, at 
Louisville, Ky. , 

Mississippi College, Blue Mountain College and the Sem- 
inary enrolled a total of about 800 students last session. 
These schools are a mighty power in developing high ideals 
of life, and in giving advanced literary, scientific and theo- 
logical training.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


Since the mostexcellent report made to this Association 
one year ago, some important changes has taken place in the 
Orphanage. Bro. Foster who has been with the Orphanage 
since its beginning—has resigned. Bro. Foster writes a eard 
in this month's Gem, stating that his failing health and ad- 
vancing years makes it necessary to place the arduous duties 
of superintendency on other shoulders, May God’s blessing 
rest on Bro. and Sister’ Foster Wherever they may go. May 
their declining years be full of peace and rest, and when God 
takes them home may they meet those hundred of little home- 
less ones for whom they provided a home here on earth. 

The State Convention that met in Yazoo City made some 


important changes in the management of our Orphanage— 
this was neces sary as the 


Orphanage work was growing so 
rapidly. The trustees 


are now elected annually instead of 
being appointed for life as before. There are twenty-seven 
trustees, one-third of th, Se, nine, time expire cach year, and 
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nine are elected each year. The trustees elect the Superin- 
tendent, who has a fixed salary of $600.00 per annum, and a 
home and food furnished. The board elected J. R. Carter to 
succeed Bro. Foster, and he has already taken charge. The 
board had an auditing committee to go carefully over the 
books, receipts and disbursements of the Orphanage from its 
beginning up to date. After a month’s hard work that com- 
mitte reported on last Monday, Sept. 7. That report will be 
published complete in the Baptist and Gem soon. The net 
resultof the report is that we owe about $5500.00 and that the 
value of our Orphanage property is about $40,000.00. The 
$5500.00 indebtedness includes every thing the Orphanage 
owes, and is caused by the splendid improvement now on our 
grounds. This also includes $1700.00 that we owe Bro. Fos- 
ter. The board borrowed $5500.00 and paid off all our out- 
standing debts, As our cash receipts have been about $1000 
annually for the past three years, this will not be much of a 
burden. but with a little exertion on the part of tne Baptists 
of Mississippi, every dollar will be liquidated by May Ist. 
This committee recommend that every pastor in this As- 
sociation take a collection in November on that date that is 
most convenient to him and his people, as a thanksgiving of- 
fering to God, for his [ove and kindness to us, and His great 
blessing upon our Orphanage erected in His name. We also 
recommend that children especially be thaught to contribute 
to this noble work and that every Sunday school in this asso- 
© ation send a contribution, however small that may be, once 
a month to our Orphanage. In conclusion, a word to the 
doubting Thomas’ who is ever ready to believe that every 
dollar is misspent, I want to say a word as President of the 
board af trustees, that every dime contributed goes direct “to 
the arphans; that Bro. Carier is required to show a voucher 
for every cent expended and a complete statement of receipts 
aid disbursements will be made annually to the State Con- 
vention, and no more improvements will be made without the 
andvice and consent of the executive board of the board of 
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trustees. e 

Now, dear people of God, would you help the Lord; 
would you have religion pure and undefiled before God, tben 
help the orphans in their affliction. Remember, ‘He that 
hath pity upon the poor lendeth to the Lord, and that which 


he hath given He will pay him again.”

A. E. Jennings in discussing this report said among 
other good things, ‘“The Baptist Orphanage is the apple of 
my eye and each month I hope to lay up treasurs in heaven 
by contributing fo it.””

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CONSTITUTION 





ARTICLE 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford 
Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. The object 
of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal intercourse and 
love between the churches composing this body, and unite in 
their efforts in the great cause of advancing the Redeemer’s 
kingdom. In the prosecution of these objects, the dissemina- 
tion of the Gospel by missionary operations, both home and 
abroad; shall receive their encouragement, fostering care and 
support. It shall be the aim of this Association to promote 
the cause of Sabbath Schools, also the interest of general 
education, and more especially the education of the ministry. 
All christian and charitable enterprises shall receive their 
encouragement among which the support of superanuated 
and worn-out ministers will receive special attention. 


ArT. 2. Each church belonging to this Association shall 
be entitled to three representatives until the numbers reaches 
twenty-five, and one delegate for every twenty-five; provi- 


ded, in no case shall any church have more than eight dele- 
gates. 


ArT, 3. The delegates present representing churches, 
shall, dusting the session, present their letters of correspon- 
dence, which must state their appointment, together with the 
number of members in fellowship, the number baptised, re- ; 
ceived by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded andg 
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died during the year. 


Art. 4. Any church of this Association failing to rep- 
resent itself at one meeting will be expected to state the rea- 
son thereof at the next meeting, and any church thus failing 
at two consecutive meetings, the Association may consider 
her dropped from her number, or may appoint a committee to 
inquire into cause of such failure. ~ 


Art. 5. Other churches approving our articles of Faith 
and desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be 
admitted into this body by signifying the approval and desire 
by delegates and letters. 


Art. 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, Treas- 
urer and Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot at each annual 
meeting as soon as the letters from the churches are read 
and names of the delegates enrolled. A majority of the 
votes cast being necessary to an election. 


ArT. 7. Membership in this Association shall be essen- 
tial to eligibility to any office within the body. 


Art. 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt 
rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the 
independence or rights of churehes ; but it may, when re- 
quested by a church in its letter or correspondence, and not 
otherwise, give adivce to such body, and it may separate from 
such churches as are known to walk disorderly. 


Art. 9. This Association may correspond by letter or 
messenger with other representative bodies of the Baptist 
denomination. 


Art. 10. This Association shall, at its annual meeting, 
appoint an Executive Board, composed of as many members 
as there shall be churches represented, with five additional 
members living in the,same vicinity, any five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum. ( Each church shall have the privilege 
of nominating its own member of the Board.) Said Board 
shall elect its own officers and shall have power to transact 
the business of the Association when the Association is not in

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford Baptist 
Association, which shall meetannually. The object of this union shall 
be to cultivate fraternal intercourse and love between the churches 
composing this body, and unite in their efforts in the great, cause of 
advancing the Redeemer’s kingdom. In the prosecution of these 
objects the dissemination of the Gospel by missionary operations, 
both home and abroad, shall receive their encouragement, fostering 
care and support. It shall be tre aim of this Association to promote 
the cause of Sabbath schools, also the interest of general education, 
and more especially the education .of the ministry. All Christian 
and charitable enterprises shall receive their encouragement, among 
which the support of superanouated and. worn-out ministers will 
receive special attention. 

Ang. 2. Each church belonging to this Association shall be enti- 
tled to three representatives until the number of members reaches 
twenty-five,and one delegate for every additional twenty-five; provided, 
in no Case shall any church bave more than eight delegates. 

AkT. 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, during 
the session, present their letters of correspondence, which must state 
their appointment, together with the number of members in fellow- 
ship, the number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed by 
letter, excluded and died during the year. 

ArT. 4. Any church of this Association failing to repfesent itself 
at one meeting shall be expected to state the reason thereof at the 
next meeting, and any church thus failing at two consecutive meet- 
ings, the Association may consider her dropped from her number, or 
may appoint a committee to inquire into the cause of such failure. 

Akt. 5. Other churches approving our Articles of Faith and 
desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be admitted into 
this body by signifying the approval and desire by delegates and 
letters. 

ART. 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, Treasurer and 
Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot st each annual meeting as soon as 
the letters from the churches are read and names of delegates 
enrolled. A majority of the votes cast being necessary to an election. 

ART. 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential to 
eligibility to any office within the body. 

ART. 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules er 
institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the independence or 
rights of churphes; but it may, when requested by a church in its 
letter or correspondence, and not otherwise, give advice to such body, 
and it may Separate from such churches as are known to walk dis- 
orderly, 


ART. 9. This Association may correspond by letter or messenger 
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with other representative bodies of thew pest ae 

ArT. 10. This Association shall, at its annual Meeting, appoint 
ao Executive Board, com of as many members as there shal! be 
churches represented, wi five additional members living in the same 
Vicinity, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum. Each chureh 
shall have the ivilege of nominating its own member of the Board. 
Said Board sha)! elect its Own officers and have the power to transact. 
the business of the Association when the Association is not in Session, 
and for this purpose meet as often as the Chairman may deen neces- 
sary. An annual report of the proceedings of the Board sbal! be made 
to the Association. 

Art. ll. The Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members present,

RULES OF DECORUM. 


ARTICLE 1. This Association shal) be Opened and ¢losed by

ArT.2. The Moderator shall be considered judge of order, and 
shall have discretionar right to call to order at any time. 

ArT.3. Any member not satisfied at his decision may appeal to 
the Association the same day, but at no other time.

Art. 5. Every motion made in order and seconded, after sufficicat 
time for discussion, shall be by the Moderator put toa vote of the 
Association, a majority of whom shall govern, and the decision shal! 
be publicly annouaced by the Moderator. 

ART. 6. But one member shall Speak at a time, who shall rise to 
his feet and address the Moderator: and the Moderator, when addressed 
by a member for permission to speak, shal] signify the same by naming 
the person, or Otherwise.
